Washington, Sept. 13. — The expect- 
ed protest of Japan against allowing 
the Ruaelan auxiliary cniiaer Lena, 
whleh arrlted at Ban Franciieo Bun* 
day, to remain longer than 24 hours, 
came Mondajr when the Japanese con- 
sul In that city, through the collector 
of cuBtoms, made formal demand that 
the vessel be required to leare at the 
end of that time^ 

The collector'a telegram officially no- 
tifying the .authorities of the arrival of 
the Lena, and of Japan's protest, was 
addreased to the .seer< tary of the treas- 
ury, who at once sent copies to Acting 
Secretary of State Adee and Acting 
Secretary Murray, of the department 
oi commerce and labor, who has direct 
Jurisdiction in the matter. The tele- 
gram reads as follows: 

"Japanese consul has made demand 
upon me that Russian auxiliary cruiser 
Lena, arriving at this port llth in- 
stant, leare withfn 24 hours. The cap- 
tain reports that he has entered for 
repairs of engines and boilers, prlnci- 
paily the latter. 1 am requesting the 
Inspector of hulls and boilers to make 
an examination of vessel's machinery, 
with the consent of the Russian con- 
sul and the commander of the Lena. 
Can find iio authority in the law or 
regulations for the collector assuming 
any authority, and request instruc- 

tlODB." 

Acting Secretary Murray sent the 
following dispatcn to the collector: 

"Tour telegram addressed to secre- 
tary treasury concerning Russian 
steamship Lena received at 4 : 40 p. ni. 
You should have addressed this de- 
partment as directed in circular 29. 

"yi^ire this department hour of 
steamer's arrival at your port and con- 
cise resume of steamboat inspector's 
report, and. if repairs are necessary, 
the probable time required to com- 
plete them. On receipt of particulars 
the department will instnu^ yottr fur- 
ther," 

The circular referred to was Iss-.ie'i 

on February 13, of the present year, 
that if hostilities l)t t\v<'en Russia and 
Japan cormnenced, anci besides con- 
taining the president's proclamation 
and the provisions Ot the statutes re- 
lating ta neutrality, gave instructions 
to collectors that, "should any case 
.Triee requiring offlrial action, you will 
communicata the facts to the depart- 
inent by telegraph." 

The collector's telegram came after 
office hours, and the officials were 
somewhat puzzled that there was so 
much •ay in sending it. There was 
a Rood deal of retici-iicf on ilie srb- 
ject on the part of offleials of the de- 
partment of commerce and labor and 
the bureau of navigation, who pre- 
ferred to 'await the report of the 
steamboat inspector before making 
any statement. This report, It Is ex- 
pected, will be recti\((l sdiiH! time 
during the night, so ttiat tlie Lena will 
have been in port over 24 hours be- 
fore the question of her right to tie 
np foi repairs is determined. 

Mr. Takahlra, the Japanese minister, 
returned here Monday night from a 
brief visit to New York, and retired 
as soon as he reached the legation. 
His course here regarding the Russian 
ship at Baa Trancleoo will depend al- 
together on the state department's ac- 
tion, but it can be stated that the ml.i- 
ister has every confidence that this 
government will act promptly, and in 
strict accordance with international 
law. 

San Francisco, Sept. 13.— In an .In- 
terview Mmiday with Navigating OfH- 
eer Speckneff, of the auxiliary cruiser 
Lena, he was asked how long ho w(juld 
remain here, he said: 

"We expect orders from our naval 
repnseatatlTe at Washington, who has 
Just been advised of our arrival. Tt 
Is ptobable that he will ask the Amer- 
ican covernment for its permission to 
remove the guna from our decks and 
allow the vessel to remain here until 
the repairs eaa be flntshed." 

Wken asked how kmjg he thought 
that woold require, he said: 

''The Lena will probably remain 
here until the war is ov( r Wo ex- 
pect that the officers and crew wiil 
be eent hoflie by the way of New 
York.". 

On the deck were between 200 and 

300 sailors. An inspection of the decks 
(if the converted cruiser, to which no- 
objection was made, revealed the fact 
that Ehe bad 25 mounted guns.

Body of Harris, Accustd of Murder, 
Riddled With Buekshet 

Lebanon Junction, Ky., Sept 18 — 
The body of Lewis Harris, aged 23, 
was found near town Monday morn- 
ing by a Negro sertion hand. Then 
were 22 buckshot holes from the waist 
to the head. 

There la considerable mystery about 
the murder, as the appearance of tho 
body and the positibn in which the 
man lay when found, indicate that he 
was killed elsewhere than where found 
-Monday morning, and also that be was 
killed Sunday night 

Harris had been tried for the killing 
of a man of the name of Fox on the 
^Illinois Central railroad, in Jeffersoa 
county, a year or two ago. and also 
for housebroaking in the last year. 

It is supr)osed that he was killed 
over a woman, and was placed here 
by his murderer or murderers. Tho 
coroner's Jury brought in a verdict 
to the eifect that he came to his death 
from buckshot wounds by unknown 
parties. 

TOOK A DRINK OF WATIR.

Paris, Sept 13. — The Journal s I.Iao 
Yang correspondent, having ridden to 
Tien Tsin, sends thence the following 
uncensored dispatch, under date of 
September 12: 

"The first part of the campaign may 
be considered lost. The Russian army 
has retreated northward in the direc- 
tion of Tie Pass, or further. The 
Russian army's inferiority in men, 
guns and enthusiasm prevented Kuro- 
patkin's resisting longer at Liao Yang 
or achieving at Yental a victory which 
would have obliged the Japanese to 
fall bark. The Japanese will shortly 
trimuphantly enter Mukden. 

"The Russian general staff now es- 
timates the Japanes force at from 
450,000 to SCiO.OOO. The Russian army 
will reeoneentrate in the north, but It 
needs several months in order to fill 
up tiie losses in a nunibt r of corps, 
which must be doubled, and to replace 
reservists by active troops. Above all 
It is essential to restore the morale, 
affected by almost unprecendented 
tiials and difficulties. A Russian of- 
fensive inovenient will be lmix)8sible 
for a long time. Should Russia be 
determined to continue the effort it 
might still vanquish, but at a cost 
wholly disproportionate to the results. 
As an Impartial witness I am con- 
vinced that it would hv to the best in- 
terest of the beUigerents to sink na- 
tional pride and, by mutual conces- 
sions, end a war which, otherwise, 
will ruin both." 

Liao Yang. Sept. 8, via Tien Tsin, 
Sept. 13.— The bKitIng of Liao Yang 
has few parallels in the annals of war- 
fare. Three armies on three different 
days, had possession of the city and 
engaged in acts of depredation. 

When the Russians entered Into the 
occupation of Liao ^ang they built a 
model Russian city outside the old 
walled Chinese town, and thousands 
of troops were located within its gates. 
When the Japanese drove the Rus- 
sians out of Sbanshampo hills, the 
Russian soldiers realized that the city 
rniist fall, and forgot all discipline. 
They looted the town, sparing neither 
Chinese nor European shops, destroy- 
ing what they could not carry away. 
They wantonly destroyed great quan- 
tities of foodstuffs and other poods, 
ripping open bales, baps and boxes 
with the ever r»ady bayonet, and seat-' 
terinp their contents over the streets. 
.Much li(iuor was found, and the sol- 
diers, becoming drunk, committed fur- 
ther excesses. 

During the interim of the depar- 
ture of the Russians and the arrival 
of the .lapanesi'. (he Chinese soldiers 
and police flnisiied tho work the Rus- 
sians began, pillaging the shops that 
were not found by the Russians. Then, 
when the Japanese came, they com- 
pleted the looting. They had been 
fighting for five days without food, ex- 
cept dry rice, and broke loo.ie upon 
entering the town. The Japanese 
looted right and left. The shops hav- 
ing already suftered, the Japanese 
turned their attention to the private 
houses.

Reno, Nevada, Sept. 18.— Two men 
were killed and several passengers 
were injured Monday by a collision 

between Sf)uiliern Pacific passenger 
trains at Law ton, seven miles west 
of Reno. 

The Lead: Fireman A. L. Hicks, of 
train No. 5; unknown man. Both were 

scalded to death, .\niong the Injured 
are- Mrs. John Swan. Calesburg, 111.; 
R. Ridley .Morpan. liidpeway. Pa.; P. 
H. Campbell, Freeman, O. ; George 
Sunimerfleld, Cleveland. 

All the Injured have been brought 
here and will recover. The second 
section of west- botmd train No. 5, 
while runrJng at a speed of ;!."> miles 
an hour, crashed into the third sertion 
of eabt-bound train No. 6, carrying a 
large party of returning Knights 
Templars. Each train wad a dpuble- 
header, with a heavy train of Pull- 
mans and day roarhes. All of the four 
engines are a complete wreck, as well 
as the bag^ape and day coaches of 
both trains. The accident was due to 
llsobedien ce of orders.

Every 
house, except One occupied by an old 
family, was deserted. Tht'se people 
were not molested, but diK)rs and win- 
dows in the other houses were demrl- 
isbed. No further trouble is expected, 
nnltsa tha Nap« laborers make an ef- 
fort to ret urn to Cartlale on Tuesday.

U.— Savaiie atia'-ks 
were made upon non union workers at 
the stockyards Monday night, and in 
the llghta that followed 8 people were 
injnrad; four of them so severely that 

it was necessary to take them to hos- 
pitals. At Halsted and Root Streets 
two young women, Annie Cook and 
Mamie Jasper, were dragged from a 
street car, pounded over the head, 
knocked down and badly beaten before 
the police arrtred. Miss Cook was 
severely cut In the face, her shoulder 
was injiirecl and she was taken to th<^ 
hospital. Miss Jasjier was strucli with 
a l)rick and her face and forehead were 
iiadly cut. It was found necessary to 
take her also to the hospital. 

Three policemen rescued the women 
from th(? mob but it refn.-ied tn dis- 
perse and rontinued to throw sKmes. 
A west-boini.i >-:iv which happened to 
pass during the trouble was struck 
by several of the misslee and two of 
the passengers were struck. One wom- 
an was hit in the mouth with a brick, 
and all of !ier front teeth weie knorlv- 
ed out. Anton Ash\itra. a driver for 
a brewery, tried to drive through the 
crowd, and was hit in the back of tha' 
head with a briek and knoeked from 
his wagon. His scalp was badly cut. 

A call for help had been sent in, 
and officers soon arrived, whereupon 
the crowd soon scattered. , 

Ten minutes after the officers re- 
turned* to the station they were called 
out to suppress a seeond riot. In whieh 

seven colored men employed in the 
stockyards, were attacked by a large 
crowd of strike sympathizers. Police- 
men went to the assistance qf the col- 
ored men, and made a strong fight 
against the crowd. One of the Negroea 
was chased Into an alley, where he 

was knoeked down, kicked and l)adly 
bruised. A -nuniber of the crowd were 
hurt by flyinp stones. j^-j
